Food and Agriculture Act for 
. another year, more than a year 
before the Act expires. This 
7 legislation, passed in 1965, now 
covers wheat, cotton and feed 
grains through the crop year 
of 1969, Under the bill debated 
by the House last week, all of 
‘ the subsidies now being paid 
including some in excess of $1 
million per year to a single 
farmer would be extended 
through the 1970 crops, at a 
cost to the taxpayers of over 
\ $3 billion annually. 

I voted against this proposi- 
tion for several reasons, in- 
cluding the effect of the pro- 
gram on American agriculture 
and its impact on our general 
welfare. 

Consider what has actually 
happened under this program 
One of its aims was to limit 
farm production in basic corps. 
Yet we find that wheat produc- 
tion is anticipated to reach rec- 
ord levels this year, four per- 
cent above last year. Corn pro- 
duction may fall somewhat be- 
low last year, but 1967 was a 
new record for this crop. Both 
wheat and corn harvests this 
year will be far above the aver- 
ages of 1962-66. So the present 
program has not been notably 
successful in limiting produc- 
tion.

People may encounter a book 
like Ezra and put it aside with 
the assumption that its day and 
its problems have nothing to do 
with our own, There may even 
be some disdain for a man like 
Ezra whose major concern seems 
to be that of pre- 
venting the Jews 
from intermar- 
rying with pag- 
ans who live in 
the vicinity of 
Jerusalem. He 
may too easily 
be written-off as 
a narrow, pre- 
judiced man.

Who will influence who? 

Yet the situation that so 
aroused Ezra is not very dif- 
ferent from some concerns that 
occupy us today. As parents we 
may find our son or daughter 
associating with youth of 
dubious moral standards. We do 
not want them to be harmfully 
influenced, yet when our children 
remind us that our attitude may 
be judgmental and unChristian, 
we find it difficult to give them a 
satisfactory rebuttal. How do we 
answer when our teenager says, 
*Dad, I won’t let them influence 
me, I’m going to influence them”? 

The same dilemma confronts 
us when we find someone con- 
templating a marriage in which 
the bride and groom are of 
divergent religions. Our objection 
need not be motivated by pre- 
judice or lack of Christian 
charity. We may be concerned 
solely because we know that 
mixed marriages subject couples 
to far greater problems and pres- 
sures. A parent may likewise be 
distressed to find his son or 
daughter marrying someone with 
no interest in the Christian faith. 
His or her concern for the off- 
spring’s religious welfare does not

No idle fear 

These dilemmas are not easily 
solved. On the one hand, we may 
read Ezra’s condemnation of 
mixed marriages and conclude 
that his motive is racial and 
spiritual arrogance. “After all,” 
says the modern, “if men 
and women love each other, what 
does it matter if they are not of 
the same religion?” 

On the other hand, however,

' we may understand, as Ezra 





does, the danger of losing one’s 
spiritual distinctiveness. Jewish 
men who married pagan wives 
were often encouraged to adopt 
some of the idolatrous practices 
of their pagan mates. Ezra. is 
afraid that the Jew will let his 
own religious life be tainted by 


| these pagan ideas. ‘This was not 


some idle speculation, for it had 
happened again and again in 
Hebrew history. 

It wasn’t the pagan women 
themselves that bothered Ezra, 
but the “abominations” (idolatry) 
they practiced:“... shall we 
break thy commandments again 
and intermarry with the people 
who practice these abomina- 
tions?” (Ezra 9:14 RSV) Ezra 
may not have hated the pagan 
wives, but he did hate the pagan 
religion they brought with them, 


Fattening or immoral! 


He might have taken the 
position that perhaps the Jewish 


| men would influence their pagan

wives to live and worship as Jews, 
Why didn’t he? We can only sur- 
mise, but it is quite probable that 


he believed that it is always easier 
to pull someone down than to 
lift someone up. The pagan 
practices were appealing to 
human nature. They sanctioned 
the excesses of bodily appetites 
that people find hard to over- 
come. ‘The downward pull is 
always stronger, it seems, be 
cause it finds a natural response 
within us. “Why is it,” we ask 
only half in jest, “that everything 
I like is either fattening or im- 
moral?” 

Still it must be obvious that 
we cannot go through life franti- 
cally wrapped in a cocoon of 
self-preservation against con- 
tamination from without. Jesus 
said that we are the salt of the 
earth and the world needs our 
saltiness, not safe in the shaker, 
but in the midst of life. The 
Christian, then, must always be 
in creative tension between the 
temptation to stay out of the 
world and the danger of losing 
his saltiness. The ancient dilemma 
is still with us.

Dr. Alvarez advised: “Most in- 
dividuals who cultivate a tan 
for its own sake don't realize 
that excessive exposure to the 
sun causes skin cancer as well 


as a premature skin aging 
His advice was issued because 
of the large number of perons 


who vacation in this area around 
Deep Creek Lake. He advised 
sun worshipers to use protec- 
tive creams on exposed skin 


and avoid long periods of con- 
stant overexposure to the sun’. 
He concluded: 


“most skin cane 


cers could be avoided by a 
bit of common sense. Certainly 
disfiguring and deadly skin 
cancers can be forestalled by 
prudence on the part of t*e 
possible victim”.

Inflation can kill America. A nation on an inflation 
binge is like a man on an alcoholic or narcotie fling: a 
synethic element has been introduced into the blood-| 
stream, making everything “rosy” — until the hang-'! 
over hits. In most cases, those who have been “charged 
up” or “high” on the stimulant suffer through the head- 
ache, the body debilitation, the “bird-cage’” mouth, and | 
the remorse of the hangover. But some treat the hang- 
over with “some of the hair of the dog that bit us” — 
in other words they take some more liquor or narcotic, 
and the hangover is postponed. 

This is the way addicts are made. In time addicts 
must “kick the habit” or face a deteriorating life and 
miserable death. A nation that permits itself to become | 
a chronic inflation addict face the same sad future. And| 
when a nation doesn’t “kick the habit” everybody in the | 
nation must pay the heavy penalty. It can mean the| 
wiping out of all monetary values, national bankruptcy, 
economic chaos for all. This brings us to the point: our 
national government is addicted to inflation, and unless | 
the habit is “kicked”, we all face a dreadful future. 

The United States News & World Report says: “Poli-| 
ticians in the United States for vears have seemed to 
favor the hidden tax of inflation over more direct kinds 
of taxes that voters can see and understand”. It puts 
off the day of reckoning. Because it cheapens the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, the Government collects 
more units of dollars, can spend more units, and “pump 
prime” the economy. And this fools many people, at 
least for a while. 

Economists agree (but the politicians never men- 
tion the fact) that steady substantial inflation such as 
we've had in the U. S. in recent years hits hardest at 
the lower-income families, retired people living on fixed 
pensions and investment incomes, and the thirfty who 
have saved “for a rainy day” only to see their dollars 
shrink. But it endangers severely the prosperity of all. 

Inflation’s most disruptive penalty hits the blue 
collar workers in industry. Their jobs are the first to 
go when inflated prices begin to dry up the foreign 
markets for American-made goods. That’s why union 
and non-union wage earners should recognize that in 
their own best interest inflationary wage increases 
should be avoided. They add to the inflationary push set, 
in motion by Government deficit spending and bad man-| 
agement of the business affairs of Government. They 
defeat their purpose because the wage increase is eaten 
up quickly by rising prices across the board. 

So long as wage increases are primarily based on 
increased productivity of workers due to better ma- 
chine tools and mass production techniques, they are 
non-inflationary, because the price of goods is not in- 
creased; the dollar will retain its power in buying the 
goods. This is one of the greatest of the values of the 
private ownership, competitive market economy: it 
raises the living standards of all by producing goods at 
constantly lower costs in man hours of labor and re-} 
wards the workers in ratio to his improving productivity , 
per man hour. /

Yet he was con- 
cerned with the search for truth 
and had sampled many of the 
world’s great philosophies and 
studied under some of the finest 
teachers in Italy and, for that 
matter, in the world. Still he 
had not found what his restless 
heart was seeking, 


Take up and read! 

One day he heard from an 
adjoining garden the voices of 
some children at play. Over and 
over again they sang two Latin 
words as part of their game: 
“Tolle, lege,” which means “Take 
up and read.” Acting impulsively, 
he picked up a New ‘Testament 
lying close by and let it fall open 
to Paul's letter to the Romans. 
He began to read and as he did 
there settled over him the peace 
for which he had so long sought. 

Not only did the scriptures 
bring him peace, however, but 
they also changed his life’s vo- 
cation. He entered the church and 
later became the bishop of the 
church in North Africa. He is 
still known to us as one of the 
most profound thinkers of the 
Christian faith . . . today we call 
him St. Augustine,

Jonah was like that old elder. 
His problem was not that he did 


not know the will of God, but | 
that he knew it and didn’t like 

it! God told him to go to the 

people of Nineveh and call them 

to repent of their sinfulness. Why | 
should Jonah object to that? 

First,;we must remember that 
Nineveh is an Assyrian city and 
the Assyrians are Israel’s great- 
est, most bitter enemies, TheJews 
hated Assyria with a great pas- 
sion. So, for one thing, Jonah 
did not want to preach repent- 
ance to these Assyrians whom 
he despised. 

Secondly, he was sure that it 
would be a waste of time, for 
they would not respond. These 
people were utterly depraved in 
their evil ways, he thought. Why 
waste time on people for whom 
there is no hope, no possibility | 
of saving? God was making a 
mistake in thinking that therewas 
any possibility in redeeming that 
black city!

Is he 
overjoyed at his unexpected suc- 
cess? HE IS NOT! It may be 
the will of God for these hea- 
thens to share with Israel the 
mercy of God, but it is still all 
wrong! Angry, the petulant pro- 

het sulks under a vine that God 
as graciously provided to pro- 
tect him from the Sun. 


Not just one man 

What was the writer of J 
trying to say to his people 
this story? He was trying 
show them that God is Lord of 
all the world, and not just one 
He is trying to 
demonstrate that God is concerned 
about all men, not just a few, 
He is attempting to help his read- 
ers to see that, though Jonah 
was a Jew and a prophet, the 
sailors on the ship, though hea- 
thens, were more humane and 
compassionate. The people of 
Nineveh, Assyrians though they 
were, nevertheless were more re- 





| sponsive to the word of God and 


more obedient to his will than 
Jonah. 

Thus, Jonah is not just one 
man. He is all Israelites who 
would rather defeat their enemies 
than live with them in peace. He 
is all men who find it imposs- 
ible to fit the will of,God into 
their little minds and lives. He 


| is all of us who are convinced 


that God’s plan for universal 
brotherhood in one world must 
be “all wrong”. 

Thus, he who laughs disdain- 
fully at Jonah may, in reality, 
be deriding himself.
